The Secretary did not singte out 
‘ony’ totalitarian power by name, 
tat he made it plain that Army 
occupation policies in Japan were 
undergoing modificntlon to mect 
cany ‘threat of aggression. 


IMMEDIATE OBJECTIVES 

“The objectives of our policy im- 
mediately after the surrender were 
stated to be ‘to insure that Jopan 
will not again become a menace to 
the peace and security of the world 
and, secondly, to bring about «the 
carliest possible establishment-of a 
democratic, peaceful government’,” 
Mr Royall said. “Subsequently, new 
conditions have arisen in world poll- 
tics and economics, in. the problems 
of natfonal defence and in human- 
{tarian considerations.” He — sald 
these changes “must be fully taken 
into account.” x

Washington, Jan. 6—Admiral 
Chéster W. Nimitz says that if 
there fs war with Russia within 
the next ten years, the United 
States will have to depend gn 
sea-alr power in the early stages 
of such a conflict because of its 
relative manpower deficiency. . 

In a report prepared before he re- 
tired Iast month as Chicf of Naval 
Operations, Admiral Nimitz also 
warned that future air attack may 
come ‘from points in Europe and 
Asia, “os well as from across the 
Polar region. é 

As a warning system against such 
attack, he recommended that naval, 
and submarine radar 
pickets be deployed around the North 
American continent. 

He visualised the Navy of the 
future as oa system of floating oir 
bases capable of launching missiics 
from surface vessels and submarincs 
and delivering atomic bombs from 
carrier-based planes, 

He did not mention Russia. by 
name, but specifically mentioned 
Central. Asia to the exclusion ' of 
East Asia and Western Europe. 

Admirat Nimitz said Western 
Europe ‘nnd East Asia would “not 
be in'a position to endanger. us for 
decades to come unless they pass
